A DISGRACEFUL scene took place in the 
House yesterday, when seven bills providing 
for the erection of publile buildings at Detroit, 
Mien, Jackson, Tenn, Denver, Colo., 
Greensboro, N. C., Lynchburg, Va., Peoria, 
III., and Galveston, Tex., were all rushed 
through under a suspension of the rules. It 
was evident to all present that a log-rolling 
combination had been organized, and that 
Keifer was a party to it. He confessed as 
much whén he recorded his own vote in the 
last bill, to make 
a quorum. But if he had not voted, 
his ‘participation in the scheme would 
have been revealed in his recognition of the 
members Who presented the bills one after 
the other. Without sucti a positive discrim- 
ination on his part, when twenty members 
were clamoring for the floor at one time, it 
Would have been impossible to give effect to 
the agreement. Some of these buildings may 
have been necessary, but there was no evi- 
dence before the House that any of them 
were. The log-roiling fer public buildings is 
getting to be quite as shameless and cor- 
rupt as that which annually occurs 
when the River and Harbor bill is 
presented. Indeed, it is expected that 
the next innovation will be the preparation 
of a Public-Buildings bill in which ali so- 
tions of the country shail find their interests 
consalted. One mitilion and a half was ap- 
propriated yesterday, and this sum will 
merely start the buildings. In not a single 
instance probably will the work be complet- 
ed by the present appropriation. The total 
sum represented ‘in the hasty, ill-considered, 
and shameful work of yesterday was nearer 
five millions than a million and a half. 


Ly passing the bill to divide Iowa into two 
Judicial Districts, the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday took an important new depart- 
ure. The feature of the bill was a provision that 
United States courts should de held at four 
places in each district. Springer pointed out 
that the effect of this precedent, if established, 
would be to cause the United States courts 
in all the States to travel about and become 
peripatetic institutions, like the State Circuit 
Courts. The members of the House 
Judiciary Committee boldly, confessed 
that that was their intention, and they 
were sustained by more than a two-thirds 
vote. An issue was distinctly made between 
the country aud the city, and, as usual, the 
former won. It was provided that there 
should be eight places for holding the Dis- 
trict Courts in lowa. If the same allotment 
should be made to the other States in pro- 
portion to population there would be about 
sixteen places for holding District Courts ia 
Illinois, and twenty-five to thirty places 
for holding court in New York. The 
large number of Democrats who - voted 
for the bill was significant The argu- 
ment advanced in favor of it was 
intended to bring the Federal courts 
“nearer to the people." But it is not so long 
since Democrats were contending that the 
State courts were sufficient for ordinary pur 
poses, and that the “usurpation” of the Fed- 
eral judiciary ought to be checked. it is re- 
assuring to find that their fears have been 
dissipated, One feature of the proposed re- 
organization of the Federal judiciary should 
not be overlooked.. If carried out it will 
entail a large expense upon the General Gov- 
érnment. At present the bills provide that 
the Government shall not be put to additional 
expense for places in which to held court. 
But it is not to be expected that this prohibi- 
tion, will continue if once the practice of 
sending the cotirts out on circuit is adopted.

Tux Democratic notion of fairness in a 
Congressional apportionment is beautifully 
illustrated in thé neighboring State of Mis 
sourl. The example set in that Stute is one 
which we commend to the attention of the 
Democrats of the Illinois Legislature, who 
have been howling themselves hoarse in 
denunciation of the Republican apportion- 
ment bills of this State. The Democats of 
Illinois under the old apportionment have six 
members of Congress, elected in 1880, when 
the State went Republican by 40,716 majority. 
Under the new Apportionment bill the Re- 
publicans give the Democracts six districts 
and an equal chance for a seyenth. The 
State will have one more seat in Congress 
for the next ten years, and that extra seat is 
made doubtful politically. The Democrats 
have as good a chance to carry it us the Re- 
publicans.

In cach circuit a 
Court of is is to be established with 
appellate jurisdiction in all cases arising 
in the District and Cireuit Courts. This 
Court ef Appeals is to be made up 
of the Justice of the Supreme Court 
assigned to the Circuit, the Circuit 
Judges thereof, and two of the District 
Judges to be assigned by order of the Court 
fer the succeeding term. The Justice of the 
Supreme Court, or, in his absence, the senior 
Judge of the circuit, is to preside, and four 
Judges are to cons@tute a quorum. The 
court is to be a court of record and appoint 
its own clerks; the Marshal of the district is 
to serve processes for the Court of Appeals. 
and, with the approval of the Attorney- 
General, to provide rooms and pay all ex- 
penses. These courts are to hold terms sev- 
erally in Boston for the First Circuit, New 
York for the Second, Philadelphia for the 
Third, Richmond for the Fourth, New Orleans 


‘for the Fifth, Cincinnati for the Sixth,Chicago 


for the Seventh, St. Louls for the Eighth, and 
San Francisco for the Ninth. The regular 
terms are to begin on the second Tuesdays 
in May and first Tuesdays in November, and 
adjournéd terms may be held from time to 
time as business may require. 

The jurisdiction of the Court of Appeals is 
extended to writs of error and other appeals 
from any final decree of the Circuit or Dis- 
trict Court in all cases when the value of the 
property exeeeds $500, or where the Circuit 
or District Judge shall certify that the ad- 
judication involves a question of general im- 
portauce, except that there is to be no review 
of Cireuit Court decisions in bankruptcy 
proceedings. Proceedings in the lower 
courts are not to be stayed except in cases of 
temporary injunction or capital punishment. 
In general, the Court of Appeals is to be 
governed by the laws now in force touching 
appeals from the Circuit Court to the Su- 
preme Court and writs uf error from the Su- 
preme Court to the. Circuit Court. The de- 
cisions of the Court of Appeals are made 
final and conclusive with the following ex- 
ceptions: A review of the law may be sought 
upon writ of error or appeal to the Su- 
preme Court when the matter in con- 
troversy exceeds $10,000, and in cases when 
the decision turns upon the construction 
of the Constitution, or a treaty, ora law of 
the United States, and aiso when the Court 
of Appeals shall certify that the adjudication 
involves a legal question of sufficient impor- 
tance to require that the final decision there- 
of should be made by the Supreme Court. It 
is aiso provided that an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court shall lie in all eases where the 
law provides for such ah appeal now without 
any limitation,as to the sum in controversy, 
except in touching patent-rights and 
copyrights. 

It will be seen from this sketch of the bill 
that the plan proposed will relieve the Su- 
preme Court of the vast mass of: litigation 
which accumulates in that tribunal and 
blocks the way to the consideration of urgent 
cases, and at the same time provides addi- 
tional faclities in thé United States Dis- 
trict and Cirenit Courts which are much 
needed. A Court of Appeals made 
up of ene Supreme Judge, three Circuit 
Judges, and two District. Judges may be 
safely trusted with the final adjudication of 
all cases in which the sum involved is not 
more thau 810,000, and In which no coustitu- 
tional question is atissue, If this court were 
to be simply intermediary, there would be 
little object in establishing it; but as a court 
of final resort in a large majority of all the 
cases that are broughtin the United States 
courts it will enabie litigants to save years 
in time and large sums of money in the 
effort to obtain conclusive decisions. The 
need for reform in this regard is so pressing 
that Congress should hasten to adopt the 
bill te which the Acting Vice-President has 
given the benefit of his legal learning and 
iong judicial experience. 

PROHIBITION OF TRUTH. 

We print a létter from an American Con- 
sul in a European port addressed to the 
New York Tires, in whieh the writer, whose 
high personal and official character is 
vouched for by that paper, declares that nine 
out of every ten American Consuls are com- 
pelled undér duress to omit everything from 
their reports calculated to show how Ameri- 
van commerce is injured by reason of our 
ultra high protective tariff. It is part of the 
duty of our Consuls te make regular reports 
of the trade between thts country and their 
Consular districts, and in making the reports 
they are controlled by the terrorism exercised 
from this side of the ocean by active, influ- 
ential, interested partisans.” He asserts 
that our Consuls dare not express one In- 
nermost conviction, for the moment we do, 
down. upon our devoted heads come hage 


| avalanches of personal abuse from those who 


have a selfish interest in the retention’ of the 
present duties, while the most vociferous de- 
mands are made for our recall, and we are 
inundated with not only friendly, but alse 
anonymous letters of warning.“

JUDGE DAVIS’ COURT-OF-APPEALS BILL. 

The speech made by Senator Davis in ad- 
vocacy of his Court-of-Appeals bill, which 
has lately been reported favorably from the 
Senate Committee on the Judiciary, is enti- 
tled to careful consideration. Owing to his 
long service on the State and Federal bench 
and his experience as a lawyer any plan of 
relieying the Supreme Court recommended 
by him must have great weight. He is sup- 
posed to express tp some extent the views 
of the Supreme Court, and the system of Ap- 
pellate Courts suggested by him is under- 
stood to meet with their approbation. It has 
the further indorsement of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee, composed of the ablest 
lawyers in that body, and is the only meas- 
ure proposed which has the least chance of 
favorable consideration at this session. 

Judge Davis showed the gteat increase of 
the business of the Supreme Court by a state- 
ment of the numberof cases on the docket 
at each census-period oo 1800, as follows: 


The inorease hes been not only merely in 
numbers, but in importance. The jurisdic 
tion of the Federal courts has been very 
much enlarged since the War both. by posi- 
tive enactments and by the slow growth of 
precedents. There has been a constant 
tendency to remove cases from the State to 
the Federal courts, and the Supreme Court 
has had its business largely increased in this 
way. With the number of cases now on the 
docket it is impracticable for any suitor 
to obtain a hearing in regular order 
in less than three years. As Judge 
Davis said, this amounts to a denial 
of justice. In 1837 there were but thirty- 
seven cases on the docket; there are now 
more than thirty times as many. It is eyi- 
dent that the courts which were sufficient 
for the former period are insufficiert now. 

A were increase of the number of Judges 


‘does not necessarily add to the ability of the 


court to dispose of enses before it. The 
practice of the court has been to call all the 
Judges into conférence on each case, and 
opinions are prepared only after the law has 
been reviewed by the full bench. If there is 
any dissent it is exp , and the united 
learning and experience of all the Judges is 
embodied in the unanimous opinion, The 
plan of relieving the court by adding to the 
number of Judges is therefore not a good 
one. 

The proposition to divide the court into 
chambers and give each a separate branch of 
jurisprudence is objectionable on other 
grounds. The Constitution provides that 
there shall be one Supreme Court.“ Judge 
Davis believes that the division of the court 
into chambers would be an adroit evasion of 
the Constitution, and in this opinion he is 
understood to have the support of many 
good lawyers in Washington. The plan 
for making the Supreme Court Judges 
sit as an Appellate Court and also as a Su- 
preme Court, and allowing appeals to the 
latter only when the value of the property 
involved should amount to $100,000, or some 
constitutional question should be raised, was 
regarded by Judge Davis as being so Vision- 
ary as hardly to deserve serious attention. 

His own plan provides, in brief, for the 
addition of two Circuit Judges to each J udi- 
cial Cirgpit. These two Circuit Judges, the 
Circuit Judge now allowed by law, tire Su- 
preme Oourt Judge assigned to the cirouit, 
and two District Judges designated for each 
term would hold the Appellate Court. Cases 
involving a value of $500 and ail criminal 
cases would be appealable thereto. The 
decree of this court as to questions of fact 
would be final. On law. points, properly 
certified, an appeal could be had to the Su- 
preme Court when the value of property in- 
volved should amount to $10,000 or more, or 
in other cases regardless of money luterests 
in which an appeal is now allowed to the 
Supreme Court. 

The valuable features of this bill, Judge 
Davis sal, were its provision for an Ap- 
pellate Court for the determination of erim- 
inal cases, its fina) disposition of questions of 
fact below the Supreme Court, and its in- 
crease of the value of property-interests in- 


‘volved in ordinary cases appealable to the 


Supreme Court from $5,000, as the law how 
provides, to $10,000. The limit fixed in the 
pill is, if anything, too low, and the Judiciary 
Committee would prefer to have it increased 
rather than diminished. ‘This is an improve- 
ment that must at once suggest itself to the 
mind. But it is doubtful if the lawyers in 
Congress will consent to adopt, for the 
present, a more radical measure than the one 
prepared by Judge Davis, 

Tur Committee on Ways and Means have 
managed to defeat any legislation at this 
session of Congress in te way of reform or 
revision of the tariff. The mostthat is pro- 
posed is the passage of the bill to appoint a 
commission to report a scheme of revision to 
some future Congress. It is supposed that 


such a bill will become & law. In the mean 


time, however, it is suggested that Kelley 
has a“ little“ bill which he wants Congress 
to pass now. UOnerof the heaviest and most 
oppressive taxes imposed by the tariff is that 
on chemicals and dyestaffs, These are man- 
ufactured in all countries, and especially in 
Philadelphia. There is an enormous tax Im- 
posed on these fot the protection of these 
Philadelphia druggists and chemists. It is

every duty on chemicals or dyestuffs needed 
in any branch of American manufactures. 
The manufacturers of every country except 
this can obtain all these essential raw ma- 
terials free of tax and at the cost of their 
production, while the manufacturers of this 
country are taxed at from 20 to 60 per cent 
for the benefit of the few gentlemen who do 
a compounding business in Philadelphia. If 
Congress is to pass a special bill in advance 
of a general bill, it should in a few Mnes 
abolish (1) all duties on ail chemicals and 
dyes and on all unmanufactured materials 
needed in manufactures; and (2) enact that 
all duties now imposed on all imported tex- 
tile and metallic manufactures in excess of 
40 per cent be ed’ These two propo- 
sitions require but 1 few-words of legislation, 
and the country generally would be glad to 
know the names of all their representatives 
who will vote te perpetuate any tax in ex- 
cess of 40 per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty taxed.

MOVING. 

A glance at the streets of Chicago yester- 
day was sufficient to.establish the great truth 
that man is a migratory animal. The by- 
streets were filled with well-worn furniture, 
the main thoroughfares with shabby-genteei 
farniture, and the fashionable avenues with 
gorgeous and esthetic furniture, and over it 
all the dust deposited itself with impartial 
attention. There were more than 10,000 
changes of base yesterday. Ten thousand 
families, discontented with their domicils, 
changed them, or rather changed with each 
other. This is a large Inerease on previous 
years, and shows that May-moving is becom- 
ing a rage. The secretof the epidemic, which 
is largely feminine, is probably to be foundin 
human restiesness, There are people who are 
never satisfied with anything. Their Lares 
and Penates are kept on wheels so that they 
can be moved at any time, They never sit 
down under-their own vines and fig-trees, for 
they never stay in one place long enough for 
them to grow. It makes no difference 
that tenant-houses are all alike, have 
the same irregular methods of ventilation 
through broken wiudows, the same depraved 
flue, the same infirm hingesand decadent 
faucets, and the same disadvantages of 
neighborhood—all alike are urged on by the 
restless demon of change. Those who don’t 
want to change think they must because 
every one else is changing, and those who 
can't chauge Invest their domicfis with as 
deserted an appearance as possible to show 
a decent respect for the general migratory 
character of the océasion. It is possible that 
if the average man, Who is usually averse to 
changt, had sufficient ¢ourage to take the 
heroic position that the rock should fly from 
its firm base as soon as he, landlords might 
be thwarted in their vile conspiracies against 
the innocencé and credulity of human 
nature, and lovely woman might be foiled in 
the exercise d her Arabian proclivites, but 


When materfamilias girds herself for the 


fray, and with broom, and mop, and tack-ham- 
mer, boldly leaumg ber rear-guard of serv- 
ants and workmen, throws open doors 
and windows and announces her intention 
of going, no man yet has had the hardihood 
to oppose her. It is easier to seek refuge in 
flight. The boldest can do no more than 
this, but there ara not wanting numerous 
eases of gentle victims, and many of them 
were observable yesterday actually assisting 
the hegira and riding upon the load to guard 
some fragile articie of domestic use, wearing 
an air of gentle resignation, or in other cases 
of reckless bravado, as if they had accepted 
the worst that fate could offer, and hetice- 
forward they could suffer nothing more. 

It is probable that one cause of the gen- 
eral epidemic may be found in the fact that 
a year is sufficient to exhaust the resources 
of a neighborhood. In a large city neigh- 
borhoods are small, hardly extending more 
than ablock, and in twelve months it is 
possible for the indystrious woman who 
rises betimes and is fairly sociable in tem- 
perament to ascertain all there is worth 
knowing in that neighborhood in the way of 
habits, manners, customs, dress, to., if not 
of family ‘skeletons ahd the exact closéts 

they are kept. No pent-up Utica 
confines the powers of such a person. Other 
neighborhoods’ must be conquered, and off 
the family goes for new pastures. Another 
cause Is the craziness of many persons for a 
bargain. A house is found at alittle lower 
rent than the one which has been occupied, 
and itis immediately snatched up and ap- 
propriated, although the wear and tear 
of moving much more than exceeds 
the difference in rent, for however 
robust the domestic gods may be they 
always, suffer in the process of trans- 
planting. They were intended to be staticn- 
ary and to gather sanctity from associations, 
but they are kept in such a peripatetic con- 
fusion that they are soon stripped ef all their 
characteristics. The result is, that their own- 
ers never have homes. They are nomads, 
lodging here and there, constant to no one 
place. The most frequent cause, however, 
is restiesness and that innate desire for 
change which is-characteristic of the Amer- 
ican, and specially soof the Chicagoan. The 
latter is never quiet. He must be constantly 
on the move, constantly seeking out some- 
thing new. As the city gets older and richer 
he will probably settle down and grow fat 
and lazy, and take his Jeisure, like the people 
ot Eastern cities.

I went on deck at 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon and saw the hunters started. The 
day was clear and beautiful. There was a light 
wind from the northeast, and in some quarters 
of the horizon it was misty and very much like 
in the trade-wind regions of the Pacific.

Zimmerman the paper prepared aim was 
deferred for two weeks, and r. Smith's 
remarks made the order of the day. 
The Doctor gave a history of the kindergarten 
system from ite first foundation in Germany, 
and enumerated its . and aims. He 
spoke of the progress which is bemg made by 

veral kindergarten missions in this city, 
and explained a number of methods by which 
the chiMdren are instructed—mentally, 1 
ly, morally, and religiously—and told of numer- 
ous devices by-which they are heaitbily enter- 
tained and amused. He stated that there are 
six of these mission kindergartens now in Chi- 
cage, and that it was the endeavor to ¢ a 
them all over the city. The cause is being 
beartily abetted by a large number of Chicago's 
abiest citizens, and it is now the purpose to en- 
list the interests of the Church. There 
is, said Dr. Smith, room in the city 
for each church to found a kindergarten 
mission. To the question who were teaching 
these schools now in operation, Dr. Smith stated 
that the mission had orgauvized a training-school, 
from which six competent instructors had al- 
ready been found to take charge of the six 
schools now in progress, and in which thirty 
prospective teachers were undergoing normal 
training and — 9 — The training-school is 
in charge of Miss 

The subject drew forth expressions of hearty 
approval and support from the ministers, and it 
was resoived to accept an invitation tendered by 
Dr. Smith to visit one of the schools three weeks 
from yesterday, through which means a more 
practical knowledge of the system may be 
gained. It is quite probabie that Dr. Smith will 
bring one of his schools for this purpose to some 
conveniently located and central point—for in- 
stance, the First M. B. Church. 


The Baptists. 

At the meeting of the Baptist ministers yes- 
terday morning the Rev. A. D. Parker presided. 
The opening prayer. was delivered by the Hev. 
J. W. Polk. The opening address was delivered 
by the Rev. J. T. Burhoe, who took for his sub- 
ject “Public Sentjgient and the Administration 
of Law.“ He pointed out the very lax feeling 
that prevails in the country in the mind of the 
general public concerning the administration of 
law. illustrating bis subject by the cases of 
Guiteau and Sergt. Mason. He said in the

The ministry especially shovid plead with the 
people to uphold the dignity of the law, and the 
utmost exertion should be put forth tu have the 
law respected and righteously jand firmly ad- 
ministered.

It seems that every city, county, or town, no 
matter where located in the country, when it 
wants to get rid of its paupers sends them to 
Chicago. The County Agents Mr. P. McGrath, 
and the County Board propose to put a stop to 
this imposition, and in every case, where it can 
be done, will send the paupers that have no 
residence here back to the places whence they 
came, Last Thursday a woman named Mrs. 
Hallanan, aceompanied by a child 18 months 
oid, was left helpless and alone in the Fort Wayne 
Depot. She arrived here from Newcastle, Pa. Her 
case was a most pitiabie one. She presented the 
appearance of the most abject poverty. Her 
clothes and those of her child were scarcely suf- 
ficient to bide their nakedness. They had not a 
cent, and had been without food for more than 
twenty-four hours. Shivering and bungry they 
were brought to the County. Agent's office. Capt. 
McGrath was touched oy the sad plight of the 
unfortunate woman, be bad her cared for 
at once. Upon very close questioning he 
discovered that she had been a pauper 
and an inmate of the Lawrence County * — 
Sylvania) Poor-House. Her husband, a poor, 
labor man, had become insane, and she was 
left without 9 feeble and with an infant 
to care for, with the expectation of again being 
soon confined. She said that the Supervisor at 
Newcastle, Pa., forced ber to go on the train, aud 
instructed. her not to state to the authorities 
here where she came from. Having become sat- 
ised that the woman spoke the truth, Capt.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were irregular and weak at the open- 
ing. Prices declined, led by Lake Shore and 
New York Central. Afterwards there was a re- 
covery, but though the final quotations were 
above the lowest of the day, there was a reac- 


on at the last moment which made the close 


look barely steady. Leaving out the Vanderbilt 
stocks, and. considering the depressing influence 
caused by the drop in them, the market, though 
dull, seemed stronger than was to have been ex- 
pected. There are some observers who think 
insiders are buying stocks, and who believe that 
the large operators are getting ready for a bull 
Cum paign, based on good crops, easy money, and 
the prosperity of the country. The general pub- 
lic are certainly not buying; they are waiting 
for the leaders. But there is a growing disposi- 
tion to buy something, although bitter expe- 
rience has made the lambs distrust their old 
favorits. 

What is called the Twenty-third street party 
were reported to be bearing stocks and builing 
grain. They intend soon to reverse their posi- 
tion and bear grain and bull stocks. 

A report, which gained little credence, came 
from Philadelphia that Jewett was about to re- 
sign the Presidency of the Erie. 

The hearing began yesterday on the applica- 
tion of the present Directors ot Jersey Central 
to prevent the annual election from being held. 
The stock was pointed yesterday for 73. The 
stock was strong on report That the election 
would not be enjoined and that the Gowen- Van- 
derbilt-Garrett party held three-quarters of the 
stock. 

Foreign exchange, though dull, is firm, and 
bankers in New York report that no commercial 
aud almost no security bills are being offered. 
No gold shipments have been engaged for this 
week, so far as known. 

Mr. Conner, Jay Gould's partner, bas gone to 
London to buy admission for Western Union 
into the London Stock Exchange, which has 80 
far refysed to list that security. 

Business was very light at the New York and 
Chicago stock-brokers’ offices. 

Specie exports seem likely to be renewed, as 
our exports of breadstuffs are only half in quan- 
tity, and 60 per centin value of what they were 
last year. { 

The New York Evening Past points out that 


Capital for all business enterprises is very 


abundant, not only.in this country but in Ru-; 
rope, and is evidently only awaiting a little more 
certainty in regard to the crops and the general 
soundness of business next fall to flow to this 
country in larger volume than ever before 


reflection of that taken by American capital, 
which is shown by the hesitating character of 
the stock market here. In the meantime, there 
are also favorable agencies at work which do 
not seem to have had ds much influence on the 
investment of capital as they were entitied to, 
and of which the most prominent are the enor- 
mous increase of immigration and the growth 
of local traffic of the railroads in all parts of 
the country. This latter feature bas, to a 
great extent, neutralized the loss caused by 
the trunk-line railroad war east of Chicago, 
while the former is populating new States west 
of the Missouri Valley with a rapidity never 
known before in the history of the country. 
On the whole, therefore, it appears that for a 
montb or two yet there may be a period of con- 
eervative waiting, and probably also of a much 
needed readjustment of credits in the mercan- 
tile interests. especially in the leather, iron, gro- 
cery, and possibly the dry- goods trade. But 
aside from these particulars, the general out- 
look for the prosperity of the country at large 
never was better than it is now for next fall. 

In the recent abstract of Lake Shere’s finan- 
cial condition there was stated to be a surplus of

Important Amendments to the 
Brush Electric-Light 
Ordinance. 


The Mayor’s Proposed Veto Compels 
the Company to Accept the 
Modified Terms 


Report of the Committee of Iuspec- 
tion of Theatres and Public 


Halls. 
— 


The regular weekly meeting of the City Coun- 
cll was held last evening, Mayor Harrison in the 
chair, and all of the members present except 
Riordan and Neison. 

Ald. Everett moved that the vote by which 
the Brush Electric Light ordinance had been 
adopted be reconsidered. He made the motion, 
be said, for the purpose of introducing some 
amendments which had been agreed to by those 
concerned. 

Ald. Dixon was opposed to the motion, con- 
tending that it was out of order, and‘that if the 
ordinance was objectionable it should be vetoed 
and a new ordinance prepared. 

Ald. Cullerton argued that the motion was jn 
order, and after some further parleymg the 
— was put and prevaiied by the following 
vote: 

Yeas— Wickersham, Sanders, Appleton. Sborey, 
Phelps, Watkins, Wethereil, Burke, Sheridan, 
Cullerton, Altpever, Hildreth, Purcell, reevey, 
Schroeder, Dean, Hulbert. Everett, Bradv, 
Wanzer, Hirsch, Young, Imbor, Murphy, Bur- 
ley, Biair—26. 

Nays—Dixon, Lawler, Bond, Barrett—4. 

Ald. Everett thereupon offered several amend- 
ments in accordance with the views of the 
Mayor, who bad prepared a iong veto on the 
ordiuance, as adopted at the last meeting. 

The veto was based on the fact that the pro- 
posed measure was in conflict with the ordinance 
requiring wires to be run underground. He 
urged that the existence of large electrical 
batteries would be .dangerous in thunder 
storms in cases of crosses along the wires as 
well as in case of fire. He also objected that the 
ordinance as framed would cut off all competi- 
uon, and suggested that, if poles were a neces- 
sity, provision should be made restricting their 
use and providing for other and competing com- 
paules. No provision was made for doing away 
with poles at any time in the future which would 
not involve the payment of damages. He also 
objected to the graut of a perpetual franchise. 

Ald. Lawler didn't believe in acting on them 
without publication. 

Aid. Burley presented an amendment requir- 
ing the wires to be laid in pipes or otherwise 
underground. 

Ald, Everett moved that his amendment be 
taken up. 

ALD. LAWLER OPPOSED 
because the ordinance of the Board of Trade 
Telegraph Company, who wanted to erect poles 
on tie street, was thrown out. The Council 
should go slow about erecting poles on the 
street. 

Aid. Peevey believed the ordinanse would be 
a benetit to the people, and he would therefore 
vote for it. 

Aid, Stauber said the city had been long 
envugh in the bands of the gus companies, and 
it was about time the Council let the electric 
ligbt in. 

Aid. Wickersham spoke against the measure, 
because the streets were full of telegraph and 
telephone wires, and there was great danger of 
accidents and fires. If properly insulated and 
kept so, the wires would be all right, but there 
was notbing in the ordinance about protecting 
them or keeping tnem away from other wires. 
They should be put underground where they 
could do no harm. He could not vote for the 
ordinance In its present 2 

Aid. Cullerton called the Doctor's attention to 
a provision in the ordinance requiring the wires 
to be strung under the supervision of the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

Ald. Phelps said the business-men wanted the 
electric light whether it was dangerous or not. 
if ready to take the risk, it was the duty of the 
Courteil to let them dave it. 

Ald. Burley believed it was the light of the 
future, but the Council should put the ordinance 
in such shape that the light would not bea 
menace to life and i The wires should 
be placed underground. That was the only safe 
pian, and there wasabundance of evidence in 
the experience of other cities to show this. He 
moved that the matter be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Fire and Water of the new Council. 

Ald. Dixbdn said the ordinance should not be 
patched up and passed. The people were op- 
posed to any more poles and there was an ordi- 
nance probibiting it. The stockholders of the 
company were willing to take an underground 
ordinance’ but the “lobbyists” wanted to give 
them one they didn't want. if the anti-pole or- 
dinance was repealed and all the companies 
allowed to come in tmere would be some justice 
in the pending ordinance. The streets might as 
well be ab oned to the “ dead-beats and pol- 
iticians.”” Action should be deferred until at 
least the amendments had been published, and 
ali the light possibie obtained on the subject.

APPENDED E THE ORDINANCE: 

Be tt ordained, etc.: Sec. 1. That permission 
be and is hereby given to the Brush Electric 
Light Company of Chicago to covstruct and 
maintain in the public streets, avenues, alleys, 
and tunnels of the City of Ubicago for the term 
of twenty-five consecutive years from the date 
of the approval of this ordinance a line or lines 
of wire to be used exclusively for the trans- 
mission of electricity for furnishing light and 

ywer. 

Sec. 2. Said lines of wire shail be put under- 
ground, provided that, until such underground 
system can be perfected, they shall be tempora- 
rily supported by poles camposed of wood and 
iron, the poles to be not less than twenty nor 
more than thirty feet high, and to be placed not 
less than 100 feet apart.

Sec. 3. That said lines may be constructed 
across the streets and alleys of said city by ex- 
tending the same over the tops of buildings, the 
owners of such buildings consenting thereto. 

Sec. 4. All lines constructed by the said Brush 
Electric Light Company shall be constructed 
under the supervision and to the satisfacnon of 
the Commissioner of Public Works or such other 
officer or department as may be hereafter pre- 
scribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 5. Tue privilege hereby granted shall be 
subject to all general ordinances which are now 
in existence or may hereafter be passed in rela- 
tion to the erection, maintenance, continuance 
vr discontinuance of poles or lines of wire or 
electric conductors in the streets, alieys, and 
tunnels of said city. 

This ordinance shall not take effect until the 
said company shall execute a bond to the said 
City of Chicago in the penal sum of $50,000 
with sureties satisfactory to the Mayor of the 
city, conditions! to indemnify and save harmless 
the City of Chicago to and from all damages 
which may be occasioned or which in any way 
may occur or drise or grow out ot the exercise 
by the said Company of the privileges hereby 
granted, and any change as made respecting the

The city has also, through its properly appoint- 
ed officers or committee, the right to enter all 
such buildings at reasonabie hours for the pur- 
pose of inspection. 

Fines and penalties may be imposed for viola- 
tion of or refusal to comply with proper regula- / 
tions concerning such buildimgs, or for the re- 
fusal to allow inspection.

He 
r $33,000 waz a high price to pay for a 
school site, but a school was needed in that lo- 
cality, and to purchase, he thought, was the 
best that d be done under the circum- 
stances. 

Ald. Barrett said he had inquired as to the 
value of property in that locality, and the lowest 
figure he could was per foot. 

Ald. Everett thought the price was about $75 
a foot too high, and that the property could be 
bought for less money. 

Alds Peevey said be knew a gentieman who in 
the last three months had refused to buy the 
same property at $135 per foot. 

Ald.Cullerton said there was a gentieman on the 
floor—Mr. Stark—who had been lobbying against 
the purchase; and, furthermore, that the only 
member of the Board of Education, who had 
voted against the purchase had been to him to 
get nim to vote-forit. Mr. Sark, he thought, 
was trying to get even with some one, and he 
was prepared to vote for the purchace, being 
satisfied that the price was not exofbitant. 

A@i. Stauber said he had been wheedied into 
voting fora school site some time ago in an- 
other section, and found out afterward that 
some one made “a nice slice out of it.“ He was 
satisfied that there was a steal contemplated in 
the purchase of the site in question, and he 
would oppose it. 

Ald Hildreth—Do you mean to say that the 
School Board is a dishonest body? 

Mr. Stauber—I decline: to answer any such 
question, but am perfectly willing for the public 
to draw their owa conclusions. 

Ald. Wickersham had inquired into the mat- 
ter, and had been told that the property was 
worth about $25,000. 

Ald, Lawler thought that, since there was 80 
much dispute as to the value of the property, 
the purchase should be laid over. The old Coun- 
cil was about to expire, and it looked bad to sce 
such great baste in the matter.

The Case of the Colored Fratricide 
Finally Settled.

He Pleads Guilty to Manslaughter and 
Gets One Year in Joliet. 


The Court Details Its Reason for So 
Light a Sentence. 


The case of Prince Albert Jones has once more 
been decided, and that amiable fratricide goes 
to Joliet for one year on bis plea of guilty of 
manslaughter. This case is one of the causes 
eélébre of the Illinois bar, and has been fre- 
quently referred to as an instance going to show 
why there shouid be a revision of the criminal 
code in this State. The crime of fratricide with 
which ne was charged was committed July 8. 
1879, almost three years ago. Two weeks after- 
wards be applied to be released on the ground that 
he acted in self-defense, and on a writ of habeas 
corpus he was brought before the court. He 
was remanded to the custody of the Criminal 
Court. Dec. 4and5he stood his first trial, was 
found guilty of manslaughter, and sentenced to 
fourteen years. His friends interposed in his 
behalf, and on technicalities he was awarded a 
second trial. When the case came up March 23, 
1881, he obtained a change of venue, and the

Upon the question of 
claration, which alone would have convicted 
him, there was some doubt whether any one of 
the three deciarations that were attempted to be 
introduced in the evidence were competent to 
be proved. [rejected the first and second, 
and I rejected them upon the ground that in 
the first instance probably death was not im- 
oding, and James did not feel that it was, and 
or the better reason he showed a vin- 
dictive spirit, and upon what turned ont to be 
his deathbed, was 12 threats against the 
man. and Own pastor when called to 
his dying „ he did not look at things as his 
pastor did im reference to a bereafter; and 
even then showed a very vindictive spirit. The 
law is well settled, a man’s ration 
snowing a vindictive spirit and — ge by re- 
venge instead of being imp with tne 
solemnity of the action and the fear of immedi- 
ate dissolution, as tne law requires it, I would 
reject it.

able, quiet man, and the other.an exceeding- 
ly dangerous man, and he besides

declaration wouid be received as evidence, 
that the jury would attach that importance to it 
that they otherwise would have done. He has 
been in jail for three years and more. I shail 
sentence him for the lowest punishment. I do 
that because he pleaded guilty, and it has to be 
done. I do that with the conviction that it is 
right and that the public safety is sufficiently 
secured by such a punishment. I have no doubt 
of it. That gives him an imprisonment for four 
years for this unfortunate occurrence, Such is 
the sentence of the court.
